The fact i* that the great 
majority art not touched by the mol- 
ten lar.i or scorchtd by the showers 
of fir« until after life has been 
tinguiihed hy other agencies. 
Th* 


newspaper accounts rugges: direct 
burning or ove>rwhelmiiig with th* 
volcanic dust. This material Is rorn 
monly called ashes, but It is not cor- 
tectly described by that word; It is 
usually rocky matter, finally divided 
by explosive action. 


A considerable proportion of 
the 


deaths might h* due to suffocation 
by noxious gases. Among such would 
be carbon dioxld*, commonly called 
irbonic acid, and snlphnrous acid. 


Tb« forasr to not activ 
aad wovld not bt th* can*, of d*ath 
anlsss pussrrt in ooasid«r»bl« pro 
portion, but ths latter gas Is highly 
Irrsspirabls, and even a small pro- 
portion will render air so irritating 
that suffocation 
must ensue. 
We 


have but meager reports from tho*c 
who have been near enough to great 
volcanic eruptions to appreciate the 
actual conditions. One of ths most 
famous eruptions in history, that of 


ount Vesuvius in A. D. 70. has 


been described by the younger Pliny 
from notes left by his uncle, who 
lost his life in an effort to rescue £ 
friend. The narrator states that th< 
d*ath of the elder Pliny was due. to 
fumes of sulphur. Even making al 
lowance for the imperfect identifica 
tion of cbemi;al substances at that 
early period, we may safely assum 
that by such an expression sulphui - 
ous acid was indicated, since this gai 


is undoubtedly familiar; indeed, it 


is mentioned in the "Odyssey" as 
disinfectant.

That invitation attracted me be- 


cause it was sent by one of my oM 
Sunday rcheol scholars. As I held 
the square card in my hand, I seem- 
ed to be standing again in the sacred 
room of the dear old Second Presby- 
terian church in Pittsburg. I could 
ace this young msn, then a little boy 
In short trousen, sitting at the feet 
of his teacher.

sweet voices singing old songs we si- 
ways loved to slug. As I read be- 
tween the lines of that Invitation, I 
soliloquized: "How time does) slip 
away*. My Sunday school scholar is 
now a grown man.

Graduating from 
one of the greatest universities of the 
world, he is about to step forth to 
the battle of life, a fully equipped 
recruit.

Then, as I still reaa that Invlta- 


tlcn, my study room changed again. 
I seemed to be a thouaand

It seemed 
to me as though I had gone back to 
the time when 1 myself, gowned and 
capped, was marching with the sen- 
ior class to participate In the scene-i 
attending ny own graduation.

classmates who were then seated by 
my side, have all scattered.

simple, earned prayer: "Oh, Ood, 
help me to say something that may 
be helpful to the young people whc 
are graduating this spring and about 
to buckle on the armor of life.

A CRITICAL EPOCH. 


I congratulate the young men and 


women who aie graduating from the 
different hi«lier 
institutions this 


June, 
because now 
the 
financial 


•truggle which many have under- 
gone for th. sake of an education, is 
practically over. Here and there, a 
young man who receive* a eolleg 
diploma may be the son of a rich 
father. He may have had, during hi 
scholastic career, no ambition. 
He 


may have gone through school and 
college merely because his ri:h par 
ents compelled him t» go. He msy 
have spent most of his time in idle 
ness, and only worked enough to Jua 
•lip through the different examina 
tlons by whst Is known in college 
as "cramming," with ths aid of 
tutor.

In aH prob- 
ability, he was born In a farmhouae. 
Th* family was comparatively poor.

A* a result of 
Tarious experiments It i* thought 
that th* number of flic* will be rap 
idly *P** enormously lessened during 
the present summer. 


Th* literature sent out by the gov 


eminent will dispel th* illusion that 
th* common housefly bites, but it 
will also call attention to the fact 
that thi* insert, the "Mnsca Domes- 
tic*," i* a dangerous creature, even 
If he cannot give human beings those 
tantalUlng little nips with which he 
has been credited. 


"With disc*** caused by bacterial 


organisms (which 
belong 
to the 


plant kingdom and not to th* animal 
kingdom) a biting insect is not nec- 
essary for their transfer from the 
•ick individual to th* healthy one 
in th* majority of caae*. Inch dis 
•a*** ar* notably 
typhoid 
fever. 


cholera, and pulmonary consump- 
tion. 
With the** diabases, and e* 


peciallj th* first two, th* Agency of 
tbe n*a-biting AIM Wcomes import 
aat. aad th* part they play in the 
transmiaaiOB of typhoid fever i* pax 
UeuUrly noticeable.

known tor some time that file* may 
carry bacciUi and bacteria on their

Italian Investigator that flic* fed 
upan pure culture of typhoid bacillus 
weie able to transmit virulent bac- 
illi. Again, early observation* dem- 
on it rated that fliea are important 
agent* ia the transmission of Asiatic 
cholera. 


FLIES AJTD TYPHOID FEVER. 
"Typhoid fever, as will be remem- 


bered doubtless, was astonishingly 
prevalent in the military camps of 
thi* country during 
the war with 


Spain. At that time the disease re- 
ceived a thorough investigation at 
the hands of a special commission of 
army surgeons appointed for the pur- 
po*e. Flies *warm*d 
over the in- 


fected filth that accumulated around 
a camp and then proceeded to the 
mess tents and fed upon the food pre- 
pared for the soldiers. Thus, by the 
agency of flies. It waa discovered and 
proved 
beyond 
a doubt, disease 


germ* were spread and canied to the 
food of the soldier*. 


"For *om* time past I hav*, been 


carrying on an investigation fcr th« 
purpo** of ascertaining what flies 
breed in refuse of various sorts, and 
conversely, just what flies are found 
in dining room* and kitchens where 
food i* being prepared and served. 


"More than 2,300 fliea were caught 


in kitchen* and dining rooms 
In 


different part* of the country from 
Ma**achn*ett* to California 
and 


from New York to Louisiana. It waa 
proved that of the file* breeding in 
filth, aiz *pacie* were found 
in 


houses In sufficient number* to ren 
der them dangerous. There ar* oth 
er dangerous apeciea which do not 
make their rendezvous in kitchen* or 
diniaa* room*. 


•'At the head of the** *ix varieties 


must stand th* common house fly. 
This tnawct constituted more than 08 
per cent, of th* whole number of flies 
captured in kitchen* and dining 
rooms.

In cer- 
tain sections of the country there 
a common idea that fliea bite before 
a rain. This Is true, but it is *-.ot 
the hoax fly that does the biting. It 
is the ttable fly (straioxy* 
ealci 


trans) which has a particularly ex- 
asperating bite, which Is alao to a 
certain degree dangerous. 
This is 


the fly whidh la probably re*pon*ible 
for the transfer of surra in the Phil 
ippines. 
The approach of a, storm 


frequently drive* U Into dwellings 
where it ts » source of keen annoy- 
ance to the occupants. 


"The other specie* of flies- whlfh 


are of especial importance are the 
little fruit fliea (drosophlla mm pel o 
phila) *o commonly found in houses 
In the autumn, attracted to overripe 
or decaying fruit. These »r me time* 
•warm in great number* about the 
fruit stands In the markets. These 
alao breed In filth and play an im- 
portant pirt in tfce diseaa* transfer 
relation*). 


TO WAB UPON THE PESTS. 
"That i* enough concerning the 


tsrlety cf fliea. In brief, the r*sulti 
of these obserratioD* indicate: 


"1. In the interest of health, and 


especially a* obviating the poaaibii 
Ity cf th* transfer of typhoid fever 
by flic*, filth of every description 
should be removed or buried forth 
with. 


"2.

"I have found by «ar;ful expeii 


mental work with different Insect: 
cidaJ siibctance* thit chloride of lime 
is the mosit efficient thing that can 
be applied to filth accumulation* in 
such placco, but the trouble U that 
chloride of lime la rather expensive 
In order to economize in the matter 
and make the lime go aa far as pos 
sible, I have suggested in the liter 
ature that I am now sending out
